MORE ABOUT THE ences of the last few weeks has 
WORLD CONFERENCE been the discovery of the im- 

mense interest which people are 
taking in the reports of the Faith and Order Conference. I 
have spoken about it almost too many times to count. There 
have always been eager listeners and when opportunity has 
been given, eager questioners as well. Invitations have come 
not only from Church and religious groups but from others 
interested in world affairs and world contacts. My friend 
President Swartz of the Pacific School of Religion tells me 
that he has had the same experience. All of which can mean 
but one thing. Christian people are beginning to see that a 
divided Church is a contradiction of the very religion which 
the Church professes and proclaims. People realize this in 
smaller ways in the overlapping and undermanning in our 
towns and villages. They feel it in the competitive character 
of small-town Christianity. The movement of society today 
is towards co-operation and combination, and the absence 
of such in Church life irks and makes uncomfortable. 


I take it that many people have not thought of this, have 
never reasoned it out, but fhe moment that an event like the 
World Conference compels their attention, they know in- 
stinctively it marks a move in the direction they would go. 


But, as Bishop Guerry says in the last number of The Liv- 
ing Church, there can be no real progress towards unity if 
the work is confined to the leaders alone. It is necessary 
that the rank and file of the people take part, know about it, 
are sympathetic, are determined that there shall be unity. 
If that is the case, then upon each of us lies some responsi- 
bility in the matter and I urge again, as I did last month, 
that we all make a real effort to “do our bit.” Prayer is one 
of the greatest helps and each of us can pray. Establishing 
friendly relationships with other Christians is another help 
which each of us can render. Study is not so easy for in- 
dividuals alone but it would seem as if in many parishes 
there might be study classes for a period of a few weeks, 
taking up, for example, the reports of the Lausanne Confer- 
ence. The official reports can now be obtained from the 
Secretariat, Post Office Box 226, Boston, Massachusetts. The 
complete book on the Conference will be issued as soon as 
possible, under the title “Faith and Order,” published by 
George H. Doran Company, and it is also announced that a 
popular book about the Conference will likewise soon ap- 
pear. The Church Book Shop will handle all these. 
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Judge Lindsey and Rabbi Newman 
have been debating the Judge’s pro- 
posals in regard to companionate or 
rial marriage. I have seen only the reports in the papers of 
the debate; but I have read the Judge’s book and have tried 
to get a clear understanding of his views. The matter is of 
such universal interest (as we learned last June during the 
Church Congress) and touches so directly upon an historic 
Christian ideal that I want to say a few things about it. 


TRIAL MARRIAGE 


In the first place, however much he may seem to disturb 
what we have always felt was obviously a Christian view, 
we must not forget that the Judge is as deeply concerned to 
help men and women to achieve altogether happy and suc- 
cessful marriages as are the rest of us. He believes in mono- 
gamic marriage, in fidelity to the marriage vow and in the 
blessing of children. His ideal is high and his purpose un- 
selfish. 

We must also remember that the Judge has brought into 
public view in a more effective way than perhaps anyone 
else at this present moment both the sex problem of early 
youth and the hampering, unsatisfactory and disturbing fac- 
tors in our present laws and our present social covenants. 
Our double standard of morality, the treatment we mete out 
to the girl who has slipped, our harsh conventional reactions 
are futile as well as unchristian. Our marriage and divorce 
laws are based upon no consistent principle. We are slaves 
to appearance instead of seekers for reality. But above all 
that, Church and school, parents and society alike are guilty 
of the most appalling crime against youth in the failure to 
educate in sex matters and in the stupid taboo which drives 
the adolescent boys and girls to the wrong sources of infor- 
mation and shuts off from them the sympathetic help of 
their elders. 

We can not sidestep these charges. That was what Mr. 
Lewis in his much-misrepresented paper at the Church Con- 
gress tried to show us. We must consider the situation and 
we must be considerate of those people, young or old, who 
for no selfish purpose have been led off into strange theories. 
Now to be considerate means that we can not settle the 
question with them by any merely authoritative statements. 
It is enough for the readers of this page that our Lord has 
sanctioned a particular view of marriage. But we must not 
forget that for half the population of America the words of 
Christ come with only a traditional, not a real authority. 
If they are to have real authority we must show that they 
are grounded in the facts of life. 

It is not my purpose in this brief column to enter upon 
any long discussion of those grounds in opposition to Judge 
Lindsey. But I do wish to suggest a few lines of thought 
about them. In his condemnation of existing conditions the 
Judge, like most of the other “moderns” who declaim about 
marriage, overlooks one essential fact. He says that 90, or 
is it 96, per cent of marriages are failures. I don’t know 
whether that is true or not. My own experience is of so 
many marriages which have real and growing happiness 
that I am inclined to doubt it. But if it is true it does not 
prove anything except that we need better men and women 
and better educated and disciplined young people, not radi- 
cally different laws. The reason that marriages are unsuc- 
cessful is that lives are unsuccessful. I see no evidence any- 
where that the lives of bachelors (male or female) are either 
happier or more satisfying than those of married people. 
Men and women who can not make their own lives a success 
can hardly make married life such. My guess is that most 
of them do better married than they would single. 


Again, it seems to me that the Judge, in the glow of his 
enthusiasm for the fine qualities of so many of these boys 
and girls who are living loose lives sexually, has rather 
idealized their moral purpose, their real hold on fine things. 
They are ignorant and sin unintentionally, not knowing 
what it all means; but there are certainly very few who sin 
because they think it is right and keep the fineness of their 
nature unmarred. Indeed, it is precisely there that the 
Christian ideal comes in conflict with the proposed plan. 
That ideal admits no double standard. It sees the young man 
and the young girl alike coming to the marriage relation 
with full knowledge of its meaning, a knowledge which they 
rarely have as things are now, sophisticated in the best 
sense; but each in body and soul fine and clean. One does 
not doubt that happy marriages are made by those who have 
lost their fine and virgin purity; but the ideal which our 
religion holds before us is that of a union of those who have 
preserved it, unspotted by the world. Judge Lindsey un- 
doubtedly believes that that is likewise the highest ideal; but 
he certainly helps one to forget it. He minimizes the soi!- 
ing character of these early illicit relationships. He loves 
and champions those whom convention attacks. I like him 
for that. I like to do it myself. But even if the “slip” is in 
ignorance or with unselfish purpose it does soil. Chastity 
and purity may often be used as mere conventional terms 
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but their misuse as terms does not make the virtues of chas- 
tity and purity any less. 

Two other points. Judge Lindsey’s psychology is surely 
at fault in this trial marriage scheme. The impermanence 
of a relationship, the possibility of ending it at any moment 
by mere mutual consent, simply lifts it down out of the 
level of sacred things, helps to destroy the obligation to 
make adjustments; increases the likelihood of divorce. Pre- 
paring for war is a factor in bringing on war. Thinking in 
terms of “experiment” makes the marriage experimental. 
In a country like Canada, where divorce is rare, it certainly 
would not be found that marriages are more unhappy than 
with us. The ill-adjusted marriage, because it may so easily 
be terminated, is not set right. A few years of trial when 
both may easily be freed and when there are no children 
gives no security that a wise choice has been made. Children 
come after the trial period and the marriage is then to be 
made permanent. But really the situation is, under such cir- 
cumstances, no better than it would be today. 


The other point grows out of what I have just said. Judge 
Lindsey seems to me to overlook throughout the sense of 
obligation, the duty of self-sacrifice, the fact that marriage 
can not be “a bed of roses.” Whatever else it is, marriage 
entails a social duty and is a discipline. 


Education for Christian marriage is a neglected duty of 
Church and of home.

We must give our children knowledge of sex; we must help 
them to love the ideal of fine and real chastity; we must 
help them to see the deep meanings and real responsibilities 
which are involved in the vow “for better, for worse . . . 

And through it all let us help them 
to understand that it is not laws nor conventions which 
make unhappy marriages. It is men and women. We can 
have successful marriages only as we have successful lives.

The speaker 
was introduced most felicitously by Bishop Burns of the 
Methodist Church.

The only outdoor chapel we have in the Diocese is that 
in connection with our St. Columba’s Mission at Inverness, 
Marin County. While we have an attractive little building, 
nevertheless, on summer Sundays services are held outdoors 
in the Church grounds. There is an outdoor altar and rustic 
benches are under the stately trees. 


Two lots have recently been deeded to the Diocese for 
the use of St. David’s mission, Pittsburg. Credit for this piece 
of good work belongs to the Rev. Edgar F. Gee, dean of the 
Convocation of Oakland. Now that we have the land, the 
priest-in-charge of St. David’s, the Rev. E. G. Davies, and his 
loyal people will be encouraged to erect before long a much- 
needed church building. At present they are worshipping in 
the Masonic Temple. 

The Church School at St. Edmund’s, Richmond, gained 
last year the banner for the best attendance in the Convo- 
cation of Oakland,and also won the diocesan banner for the 
largest per capita increase in the Lenten offering. On the 
visit of the Archdeacon recently out of thirteen classes in 
the school ten had a perfect attendance and only one child 
was late out of an attendance of 107. The children have 
their own vested choir with crucifer and standard-bearer 
and the way in which they take the service is deeply im- 
pressive. The methods of the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, vicar 
of St. Edmund’s, might well be put into practice in other 
parishes and missions of the Diocese. In addition to its fine 
Church School, St. Edmund’s has both senior and junior 
chapters of the Young People’s Fellowship. Mr. Oberholt- 
zer’s consecrated leadership is manifest in every department 
of the Church’s work. 

The Cathedral congregation has been sharing Dean Gres- 
ham with some of the parishes and missions, in the hope 
of building the Cathedral in the hearts of our people. The 
following extract from a letter is self-explanatory: “Dean 
(iresham preached for us yesterday. He gave us a fine ser- 
non and one well suited to interest his hearers in the com- 
ing Cathedral campaign. You could not do better than to 
have Dean Gresham preach this sermon in all our parishes.” 


On Sunday, October 16, the Archdeacon had the privilege

of instituting the Rev. Leslie C. Kelley as rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, San Francisco. Under Mr. Kelley’s leadership the 
congregation is increasing in numbers, the Church School 
is growing and St. Paul’s has a choir second to none in the 
Diocese. 

There was a large attendance at the Convocation of San 
Jose, held on Tuesday, October 25, at the Church of St. 
Matthew, San Mateo. The Rev. W. A. Brewer was elected 
dean and the Rev. Oscar Green, secretary. The Rev. David 
J. Evans, rector emeritus of All Saints Church, Palo Alto, 
was the special guest of honor and at luncheon he was pre- 
sented with a beautiful silver bowl as a little token of love 
and esteem. All appreciated the bountiful hospitality of the 
rector and people of the Church of St. Matthew. 

The Gir!s’ Friendly Society has twenty-seven branches in 
the Diocese, with over 700 members. At a recent dinner held 
in St. Luke’s Parish House, San Francisco, over 200 girls 
were in attendance. The organization is doing a remarkable 
piece of work. In addition to its regular meetings the society 
operates the Girls’ Friendly Lodge at Pacific Grove and a 
boarding house for young women in San Francisco. The 
young girls of the order are planning to erect in the grounds 
of the lodge at Pacific Grove an attractive bird bath in mem- 
ory of Miss Julia Prevost. Mrs. Harry Edsell is the diocesan 
president. 

On Thursday, Ocotber 20, a party was given tothe mem- 
bers of our Old Ladies’ Home in San Francisco, in honor 
of the birthday of Mrs. E. E. Wililams, who has done so 
much for the institution. Mrs. J. Wilmer Gresham, Father 
Otis and the Archdeacon took part in the program and de- 
licious refreshments were served. It was a most enjoyable 
affair. 

In the interests of the proposed addition to our True Sun- 
shine Mission, San Francisco, a silver tea was recently held 
at the mission building. The program included songs by 
the Chinese children and brief talks by Mrs. Charles Eich- 
baum, the Bishop of the Diocese, the Rev. Daniel Wu, and 
the Archdeacon. All present were given the opportunity of 
inspecting the buildings and of meeting Mr. Wu and his 
charming family. The silver offering amounted to about 
$200. Since then the members of the Chinese Mission in 
Oakland, hearing of the proposed plans, have voluntarily 
pledged $200 for the project. Our Chinese work is the only 
work among the Chinese undertaken by our Church here in 
the United States. 

St. Paul’s Parish, Salinas, is sharing its rector, the Rev. 
J. A. Tancock, with our missions at King City and Hollister. 
Mr. Tancock has supervision of the three places and under 
his leadership the work is progressing nicely. At St. Luke’s, 
Hollister, well-attended services are being held on Friday 
evenings, with an occasional Sunday morning service. At 
St. Mark’s, King City, the people are making strenuous ef- 
forts to pay off all indebtedness on their attractive parish 
house, in the hope that the mortgage can be burned on the 
occasion of the annual pilgrimage to the Salinas Valley mis- 
sions in the spring of 1928.

For 1927 we were allowed a budget of 
18.172 but this had to be augmented by an allowance 
from the Debts and Contingency Fund for $1345, mak- 
ing a total of $19,517. This year we need at least $20,- 
000. The crying needs that must be met are as follows: 


First, Automobile Maintenance Allowance. At the 
present time the Diocese gives only small allowances 
for automobile expenses to five vicars. The vicars re- 
ceive but $150 per month in stipend and out of this 
small amount they have uncomplainingly been paying 
for automobile maintenance. This is not right. We 
can not at this time do all that we would like to rectify 
conditions, but we are making an attempt this year by 
putting in the budget small allowances for seven more 
of the vicars and for a woman worker. The average 
automobile allowance is only $10 a month. We wish it 
were more. But it is a step in the right direction and 
will give encouragement to our men in the field. 


Second, Salary Increases. Several of our clergymen 
~ have been working for less than the minimum salary. 
| One of our priests, who has been doing good work, has 
been receiving only $50 a month and this has been en- 
tirely met by his congregation. It is imperative that his 
stipend be augmented.

The Convocation of San Francisco met for its fall meeting 
at All Saints’ Church, San Francisco, Thursday, October 27. 
Convocation opened with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and sermon at 10:00 a. m., the dean of Convoca- 
tion being the celebrant and the Rev. W. L. Wood being the 
preacher. A fine congregation gathered for this opening 


service. This was an indication of the further success of 
the meeting. 


Immediately after the Communion service the clergy gath- 
ered for a quiet hour with the Archdeacon. It was a time of 
meditation and spiritual refreshing. We venture to state that 
such gatherings of the clergy throughout the year at stated 


intervals would prove a source of increased power in our 
pastoral work. 


Clergy luncheon followed at 12:30, at which time twenty- 
four of the ministers enjoyed themselves in social fellow- 
ship. Introductions to the Convocation at this time were as 
follows: The Rev. Messrs. Mills of Mill Valley, Silverlight, in 
charge of Holy Innocents, San Francisco; Craig of the 
Church Divinity School and Dolman of Hamburg, Germany. 


Convocation convened at 2:00 p. m. for the business meet- 
ing. About fifty regular delegates answered the roll call. 
After the minutes of the previous meeting had been read, 
the treasurer gave a very encouraging report as to the 
finances of the Convocation. The Rev. Messrs. Wood and 
Kelley were appointed a committee to draft a suitable reso- 
lution incorporating the suggestion of Mr. Kelley regarding 
a prayer for those who travel by air. 


The following election took place: Secretary, the Rev. A. 
W. Farlander; treasurer, Mr. Fred T. Foster. On the Convo- 
cational Committee the following are to serve: The Rev. W. 
L. Wood, the Rev. H. St. George Buttrum, Dean Turner, Mr. 
Fred T. Foster and the secretary. Mrs. E. E. Williams was 
appointed representative to the Diocesan Department of Mis- 
sions; the Rev. W. W. Jennings to the Department of Re- 
ligius Education, the Rev. G. H. B. Wright to the Department 
of Social Service. 


Chaplain Howard of the Seamen’s Institute sent out an 
S. O. S. for more books for the circulating libraries. 

The rest of the afternoon was given over to the considera- 
tion of vital themes bearing upon the work of the Church. 


The Community Chest, the Church School, the Church’s Pro- 


gram, the National Council and the opportunities of the 
Church in this great city were brought to our attention by 
various experts in their chosen line. The paper of Mr. L. F. 
Monteagle on “The Relation of the Layman to the National 
Council” was requested to be printed in The Pacific Church- 
man. 


The Convocation dinner was served at 6:30 p. m. After a 
most delightful meal we listened to the Rev. M. H. Alex- 
ander, a minister in the Methodist Church, who told us of 
the proposed city-wide visitation under the auspices of the 
Federation of Churches. The main address of the evening 
was made by our Bishop, who spoke on the Lausanne Con- 
ference on Faith and Order. This was instructive as well as 
interesting. 


The Convocation is past but the memories of the fine day 
will not leave us. From every possible consideration this 
last meeting of the Convocation was a decided success. We 
are anticipating a still larger meeting when we gather again 
D. V. next spring to enjoy the hospitality of St. John’s 
Parish, Ross. The entire meeting was marked by a fine spirit 
of co-operation and enthusiasm on the part of clergy and 
laity alike.

There 
are still many things needed to make the furnishings and 
the house complete. Everything in the home is in good taste, 
the rooms are light and airy and a beautiful view is obtained 
from almost every point. There are no dismal, unkempt 
cemeteries to mar the outlook of those dear women who are 
in the declining years of their lives. There are cheerful 
lawns and gardens, easy and comfortable chairs and a beau- 
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tiful drawing-room in which these is a chaste mantel and 
handsome mirrors, brilliant electroliers—all memorial gifts. 
It is a delightfully home-like room. Plants and flowers, pic- 
tures and ornaments give the room an atmosphere of home. 
Everything about the home has been carefully chosen and is 
adapted to make those whose shelter it is comfortable and 
happy. Generous contributions from those plentifully en- 
dowed with worldly goods have been supplemented by those 
who are less prosperous. 

It is touching to know that there are those who are inter- 
ested in the women out there. One dislikes the word ‘in- 
mates,’ for inmates makes one think of an institution, but 
there is no atmosphere of an institution in that hospitable 
place. Some of the younger women have “adopted” a woman 
and shower them with gifts—little comforts that mean so 
much to those women who have been delicately reared. 
This is as it should be. Children always arouse sympathy 
and are helped in many ways, but it is not always that those 
who are journeying down the late years of their lives are 
remembered, and it is extremely gratifying that such kind- 
ness is inspired in the hearts of the donors. 

Among the many generous donors Mrs. E. E. Williams 
stands out. She gave and endowed the chapel. It is a memo- 
rial to her sainted mother, whose generosity has made pos- 
sible the home. Mrs. Williams furnished the chapel herself 
and gave generously to the building fund. There are nu- 
merous memorials in the chapel, as there are also memorials 
in other parts of the home. All honor and praise to those 
who have made this new and modern, comfortable home a 
reality. All honor to those who had the vision and were 
willing to work, and to work hard, even though discourage- 
ments and obstacles seemed unsurmountable. Rest assured 
that the Supreme Recorder, with a pen that is mightier than 
mine, has written in the Book of Remembrance the names 
of those splendid, generous women who have given lavishly 
and generously of their time and means for the maintenance 
and comfort of the home. Their reward here is in the inner 
glow and peace that comes to those who forget self and 
minister unselfishly to others.

The roll call showed twenty-nine parishes represented. 
The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 
The treasurer’s report was read and aceptecd.

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The Layman’s Responsibility to the National 
Council 


(From an address by Mr. Louis F. Monteagle at the Convo- 
cation of San Francisco, October 27) 


I have been asked to say a few words on “The Layman’s 
Responsibility to the National Council.” Perhaps it is un- 
necessary to tell this audience how the National Council is 
constituted but I would like, briefly, to state the facts. The 
National Council consists of twenty-six members, including 
the Presiding Bishop and treasurer. General Convention 
elects the Presiding Bishop and treasurer and in addition to 
these elects sixteen members of whom four must be bishops, 
four presbyters and eight laymen. The other eight members 
are elected by the Provinces, one from each Province, and 
those may be either bishops, presbyters or laymen. As a 
result of these elections the present Council, in addition to 
the Presiding Bishop and treasurer, is composed of nine 
bishops, six presbyters and nine laymen. The Council has 
six organized departments, namely, Missions, Religious Edu- 
cation, Christian Social Service, Finance, Publicity and 
Field. Members of the Council are assigned to these de- 
partments by the Presiding Bishop and each department 
has other members who are not on the Council. 

Now, in approaching my subject, I would like to call your 
attention to how the Church organization parallels the na- 
tional: Government and the State and community govern- 
ments. The national Government has the President; the 
Church has the Presiding Bishop. The national Government 
has the Cabinet; the Church has the National Council. The 
national Government has the Congress; the Church has Gen- 
eral Convention. The national Government has the Senate; 
the Church has the House of Bishops. The national Govern- 
ment has the House of Representatives; the Church has the 
House of Deputies: And in the State and community, the 
State has the Governor; the Church has the Bishop. The 
community has the mayor; the Church has the rector. The 
community has the council and the Church has the vestry. 
And so I should say that the responsibility of the layman in 
the Church organization parallels that of the citizen in the 
national Government and in the State and community. I 
think that if this responsibility were summed up in one 
word it would be called loyalty. This, however, being a 
general and more or less indefinite term, might require fur- 
ther definition. Loyalty of the citizen to the Government 
would include among his responsibilities: First, patriotism, 
meaning a belief in the principles of Americanism and re- 
spect for law and order; second, a sincere interest in educa- 
tion, through the public schools and so forth, in order to 
create an intelligent citizenship; third, co-operation through 
the exercise of the franchise, the payment of taxes and in 
taking a conscientious part in political affairs and com- 
inunity life. 

Likewise, in defining loyalty of the layman to the National 
Council I should say it would include in its responsibilities: 
First, the duty of learning what the Council is doing; to this 
end every layman should read The Spirit of Misisons and 
The Church at Work, issued by the Publicity Department. 
One can not be interested in something one knows nothing 
about, and as the Council is composed of your representa- 
tives carrying on your work, you should know about it. The 
budgets for the year 1928, submitted to the National Council 
at its meeting this month, aggregated in round figures $4,- 
200,000. The responsibility of providing this money falls 
chiefly on the laymen and they should take an interest in 
what the money is doing. A good churchman should be in- 
telligent about the Church’s work. Second, co-operation in 
service by doing your best to help raise the quota of your 
parish, so that the work would not have to be curtailed. 
Third, prayer for the success of all work undertaken. 

My closing word to the laymen is: “Don’t sit down and 
wait for some one to bring you the information of what the 
National Council is doing, but take the initiative and go after 
it yourselves.” And this advice applies definitely to a knowl- 
edge of the finances and activities in your parish also. 


On the whole there is no possession so valuable as good 
habits, for this means that not only is the mind pledged and 
covenanted to good. but the muscles are supple and even the 
bonés are bent to what is good.—Rev. James Stalker. 


Annual United Thank Offering Service 
By Mrs. C. W. Morrow 


This event of the Woman’s Auxiliary year is becoming 
more and more significant and important. On October 24 
more than two hundred women gathered at the altar rail 
of the new-old Church of St. James, Sixteenth street and 
Twelfth avenue, Oakland, after presenting a thank offering 
for the past year which amounted to $2892. From the three 
Convocations of the Diocese they came, bearing not only the 
contents of the “little blue boxes” but carrying a deep spirit 
of thankfulness and devotion of which the boxes are the out- 
ward expression. 

The communion was celebrated by the Rev. Mr. Batter- 
shill, rector of St. James, assisted by Rev. Edgar F. Gee and 
Dr. Reginald Hodgkin. The latter gave a markedly interest- 
ing address, setting forth the gradual growth of the idea of 
a thank offering as a far higher expression of religious life 
than the more primitive sin offering and also showing that 
this thought became more evident as the position of woman 
changed—though no apparent connection exists between the 
two. This expression of thankfulness is a comparatively re- 
cent manifestation in our own Church and originated en- 
tirely with women and is carried on by them—all of which 
is most significant. Its complete spontaneity, as contrasted 
with the necessary apportionment or measuring of other 
gifts, and its identification with prayer, give it a peculiar 
power as affecting the lives of the givers and those to whom 
it is sent. It is, of course, as is well known, used for the 
support of women workers of our Church, all over the 
world, and the total collection from each Diocese and dis- 
trict is presented each triennium at a great service for 
women. 

The total amount collected in the Diocese of California 
up to the present is $60062.44. We have another year before 
the presentation at General Convention in Washington. Can 
we reach a $10,000 mark by distributing more boxes and 
asking more women to express thanks for all the blessings 
of their lives? 

After the great service, luncheon was partaken of in the 
guildroom and the regular business meeting of the Auxiliary 
followed. 


The supply secretary reported that two “joy boxes” are 
to be sent to two United Thank Offering workers, one of 
which is already pledged. 

The diocesan treasurer for the United Thank Offering, 
Mrs. Berry, introduced the Convocation treasurers and the 
parish treasurers and reported that the total amount col- 
lected to date is $6062.44. The consensus of opinion among 
the treasurers was that having the United Thank Offering 
service in the parishes stimulated interest in the offering and 
all agreed as to unity of feeling and the fresh stimulation to 
work and the influx of new ideas received by personal con- 
tact at such meetings. 

Miss Heath stressed getting subscriptions to The Spirit of 
Missions, as each new one netted 25 cents to the United 
Thank Offering and each renewal 15 cents. Miss Heath sug- 
gested having memorial offerings. 

Mrs. Ridgely, late of Nanking, China, told of the present 
whereabouts of the different missionaries who were obliged 
to leave China on account of the war, and gave a very inter- 
esting account of the experiences of some of them who 
stayed until the last minute, barely escaping with their lives 
and losing all their possessions. 

Mrs. Monteagle said she had received a letter from our 
own missionary, Dr. John W. Nichols, stating that twelve stu- 
dents had come to St. John’s College and wanted to study 
theology. Shanghai is guiet arid there seems to be no anti- 
foreign spirit active at present. Mrs. Monteagle also reported 
having started a United Thank Offering branch in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

The next meeting of the Auxiliary will be held at Grace 
Cathedral on the fourth Monday of November. 

Mrs. Monteagle moved that greetings be sent to Mrs. 
Nichols, who is in Boston; Mrs. White, who is in Australia, 
and to Mrs. Holmes of Belvedere.

The opening meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary was held 
on September 26 with a fair representation and reports were 
heard from the secretary, the treasurer, and the supply sec- 
retary. The latter announced that for the Advent work there 
is also a request for two “joy” boxes—one for St. Agnes’ 
School, Kyoto ($); the other for South Dakota. Our Lenten 
work is to be for Alaska again. 


Miss Heath’s report was presented, stating that twenty ad- 
ditional subscriptions had been obtained during the summer 
to The Spirit of Missions. 

Mrs. Lance, who has undertaken the duties of the educa- 
tional secretary from now until the first of February next, 
proposes to follow as closely as possible Mrs. Deems’ plans 
and she expects to have a list of books in this issue of The 
Pacific Churchman. Mrs. Church will have charge of the 
books. In January it is proposed to have a leaders’ training 
class. The book for this year is “The Church Awake.” Mrs. 
Lance also urged our co-operation in every way possible 
with the Field Department, as well as with our rectors. 

A plea was made for flowers for the altar at the Seamen’s 
Institute. Anyone coming by the ferry can leave them at the 
Institute, close by. It is earnestly desired that different per- 
sons will pledge themselves for a month of Sundays to supply 
this altar with blossoms. Here is an opportunity for the 
Young People’s Fellowship members! 

The president then introduced Dr. Adelaide Brown, who 
has recently returned from a tour of the world. She spoke 
of the impressions gathered from her visits to medical mis- 
sions in the Orient. Dr. Brown explained that she saw very 


little of really Episcopal missions but she learned why there - 


are so many Episcopal churches in so many places. That is 
one of the things the Episcopal Church does for her people 
in foreign countries—where it has communicants, it starts 
a little mission church. She visited St. Luke’s Hospital in one 
of the most beautiful spots in Tokyo and found it doing re- 
markable work; the hospital itself exquisite and the Japanese 
make charming nurses. One improvement over our methods 
is the floor lights instead of ceiling lights; lights come up 
from the floor and do not disturb the patients. Another ob- 
servation she made was the use of paper hot water bags— 


heavy, oiled paper used only in Japan. In Peking she visited 
the Presbyterian missions, also the Peking Medical School. 
She asked to see a third generation Christian and thereupon 
Dr. Ching presented to her a woman, a Johns Hopkins gradu- 
ate. She is concrete evidence of what the missions do for 
those who might otherwise have no opportunity for advance- 
ment. In the Peking Union Medical School they carry on 
steadily in an advisory way a very strong religious work 
among the patients and the students. In China all the family 
forces unite to send one member of the family through the 
mission schools, then to the medical schools. She spoke of 
the wonderful influence in a neighborhood of the public 
health nurses, who receive their training at the health cen- 
ters established in various places. She saw much of the 
Y. W. C. A. work in Peking. All those organizations are tre- 
mendously busy and filled with girls all the time. 

In Java one can get a divorce for $2.50, the plaintiff get- 
ting the decree. But the second divorce does not make it 
easy to remarry. Golf is quite as interfering with church at- 
tendance there as here and their solution of that problem is 
to hold services at 6:00 p. m. There is no alcohol drinking 
in Java. 

In India, unless a woman can get into a mission hospital 
run by women she has to die or suffer, as no-man doctor 
can prescribe for a woman. She told of the Lady Dufferin 
Hospital and the Lady Hardinge Hospital, in which many 
girls are studying medicine. In those places they require 
four different kinds of dining rooms, as the different sects do 
not sit at the same table. The men, however, blend a little 
more than the women. The big universiiies in India are man- 
aged by the government and are all educational, but many of 
the Hindus and the Mohammedans prefer to send their girls 
to the Christian schools. The whole matter of marriage is a 
family arrangement and the customs of the country go down 
through the new religion. She visited a very interesting 
school at Lahore. She recommended highly a book, “Mother 
India.” The Zion movement was another interesting object. 


_The caste system is the persecution of the outcast. She thinks 


that the only hope in China is what Christianity has done. 
She is a strong advocate of the mission work.

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November 2 to November 6 were memorable days in the 
history of the Girls’ Friendly Society in America. During 
this period the National Council met in Boston for the 
jubilee meeting—the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of 
the society in this country. There are today more than 
40,000 members scattered throughout the United States, in 
Porto Rico, Mexico, Panama, the Philippines and Alaska. We 
are, indeed, a great international organization, for together 
with the English society we reach out into forty-four coun- 
tries, with a membership of more than 300,000. Perhaps the 
ureatest event of the council meeting was the presenta- 
lion of a pageant, “On the horizon of Tomorrow,” in which 
650 girls and young women took part. We are happy to 
announce that this Diocese is sending a member delegate to 
represent us at this important meeting. She is Miss Margaret 
Hammond of St. Luke’s Branch and next month she will tell 
us about her trip. Satan 

The fourth annual members’ “get-together” supper for all 
the branches in the Diocese took place Friday evening, Oc- 
tober 14, at St. Luke’s Neighborhood House. It was the 
largest gathering we have ever had, there being just under 
two hundred present, representing twelve branches. Twenty- 
six were seated at the speakers’ table, at which the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Edsell, presided. Besides a representative from 
each branch and a number of the diocesan officers, we had 
the pleasure of entertaining Dr. and Mrs. Jennings, Dean and 
Mrs. Gresham and Archdeacon Porter—all of whom made 
delightful speeches. The Bishop had expected to attend but 
was detained at the last moment and sent a mesasge of re- 
vret and greeting. Mrs. Alexander McCracken, chairman of 
the Lodge board; Mrs. E. E. Williams, chairman of the Holi- 
day House committee, and Dr. Christiansen, head of Social 
Service, all spoke briefly, each telling of her particular 
work. These three departments or committees are the spe- 
cial “objects” of the society in this Diocese. A representative 
from each branch was then asked to say a few words, and 
in addition Miss Cowling spoke in the interest of a bird bath 
at Holiday House, which is to be a memorial to Miss Pre- 
vost, who so loved the garden and the birds there. The 
speaker from the Lodge Branch asked us all to save tinfoil 
and send it to the Lodge. The remainder of the evening 
was given over to stunts by the different branches, to sing- 
ing and to a general good time. A nursery rhyme, 1n cos- 
tume, acted out by the candidates of the Lodge Branch, 
made a special hit. 

The society in this Province is fortunate in the choice of 
a new field secretary, Miss Mary Sanford, daughter of Bishop 
Sanford of the San Joaquin, who has taken up her duties 
within the past few weeks. Miss Sanford is now on her way 
to Boston to attend the National Council meeting. We hope 
that she will soon be able to visit this Diocese. 


Mrs. L. H. Tracy, until recently branch president of St. 
John’s, San Francisco, is moving to Los Gatos. Mrs. Murray 
will be the new branch president. Mrs. Tracy hopes to be 
able to form a branch in her new home. 


From Mrs. A. L. Darwall, branch president of St. Peter’s 
Oakland, comes the following interesting account of the or- 
ganization and work in that branch: St. Peter’s has three 
groups within its branch. There is the junior group, com- 
posed of girls from twelve to fourteen or until the girls at- 
tain sophomore standing in high school. The high school 
group takes care of the older group and then our newest 
group is the candidates, under the able direction of Mrs. 
Victor Johnson, who has lately come to us from Sacra- 
mento. Our candidates started work just six weeks ago with 
three little girls. Now there are twenty-three enthusiastic 


young workers within its fold, all busily engaged in making 


scrapbooks for the Baby Hosiptal. They have lots of other 
equally interesting things planned to do, too. The junior 
group, under Miss Jacqueline Smith, has been having some 
lectures in first aid and are now planning to have lessons 
in crepe paper craft. They have invited the high school 
group to a masquerade party to be given on Hallowe’en. This 
group is composed of about fifteen girls. Mrs. Darwall, the 
branch president, has charge of the high school group, in 
which there are ten members. This group has been busy 
ever since the summer vacation rehearsing a one-act comedy 
entitled “Seven to One,” which they are to present on Fri- 
day, October 21. After the play is over they are planning 
lo sew on a baby layette and to have some skating parties 
and swims at the Y. W. C. A. We hope to fill some baskets 
for poor families, both at Thanksgiving and Christmas time.

Edwin L. Barnes

“Brother Ed” has passed on to the larger life with our 
Master. A noble churchman and Brotherhood leader, as well 
as a friend to all men and boys, we will miss him here, for 
he was beloved by all who knew him. 

Mr. Barnes was an active churchman in Grace Cathedral 
congregation and a member of the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew Chapter at the Cathedral when he accepted the chal- 
lenge to take on Brotherhood junior work in San Francisco 
as president of the San Francisco Assembly. His love for 
boys and his sincere, enthusiastic personality soon won our 
boys and resulted in the development of many strong Ad- 
vanced Junior chapters of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
in San Francisco. His close, intimate touch with his boys 
was kept through personal calls, evening meetings and the 
medium of two telephone books, in duplicate, one at his of- 
fice and one at his home, in which he had listed some two 
hundred names of boys and men of the Church and Brother- 
hood, with addresses and telephones. He was also a member 
of Grace Cathedral Congregation Committee, National Coun- 
cil Member of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in charge of 
junior work in the Diocese of California, member of the 


‘Churchmen’s Round Table, Grace Cathedral Men’s Club, the 


Laymen’s Association of the Convocation of San Francisco, 
and chairman of Camp Nichols Council. His keen interest 
in Camp Kirk, the original Pacific Coast Brotherhood train- 
ing camp, at San Luis Obispo, in assisting Mr. Fred Foster 
to send some of our San Francisco boys to camp, soon 
brought about the wish in his heart that we might have a 
camp nearer home. This wish was realized when Mr. Barnes 
and Dean Gresham, with the help of some of our interested 
churchmen and Brotherhood chapters, bought the Camp 
Nichols site, above Bolinas Bay. Mr. Barnes has supplied the 
initiative in putting through the buying, equipping and de- 
veloping of Camp Nichols as it now stands. It has always 
been his wish that the camp should be used by all diocesan 
organizations and activities. 

At the beautiful service conducted by the Very Rev. J. 
Wimer Gresham, Edwin’s beloved friend and dean at the 
Cathedral there assembled a large number of Mr. Barnes’ de- 
voted friends. Among them was a strong delegation of 
Brotherhood boys and men in a body. Six Brotherhood boys 
and men were selected by Mr. Barnes’ sister, Miss Mary 
Barnes, to walk as an escort of honor in the procession. Mr. 
George Andruss was also included officially as a past presi- 
dent of the Assembly. Among the many floral offerings of 
love stood one designed with the Cross that Brother Ed 
loved so much, the blood-red Cross of St. Andrew. 

Mr. Barnes has been associated since 1898 with Mr. George 
Warren Hooper, manager of the Hotel Sutter, San Francisco. 
They were together in the old Occidental Hotel before the 


fire and later came to the Sutter, where Mr. Barnes re- 
mained as assistant manager until his passing. “We feel his 
loss deeply,” said Mr. Hooper. “He and I have been together 
for many years. He was a very splendid and unusual man. I 
can not pay him a high enough tribute. His friends will 
know what I want to say if I only could find the words.” 

Edwin L. Barnes was born in Providence, R. I. He went 
to Los Angeles with his parents, two sisters and a brother 
in his early teens. Later he came to San Francisco. He was 
unmarried and lived with his sister, Miss Mary Barnes, to 
whom he paid the tribute of care and devotion until he was 
called. Miss Barnes, an ardent churchwoman and a member 
of The Daughters of the King, beloved by all of Brother Ed's 
boys, has our deepest sympathy in her loss and ours. — 

His ideals were high and his humility great, as evidenced 
in one of his many poems:

An Appeal for Highway Safety Education 


The following appeal has been made to the churches of 
America by the American Road Builders Association, for the 
purpose of stimulating interest in the need of education for 
highway safety. 


“To the Ministers of the Christian Churches: Our news- 
papers this month brought us the story of the death of ten 
aviators whose lives were lost in efforts to cross the oceans. 
The mind and heart of America has suffered with the fam- 
ilies of these men. Our emotions have been so stirred that 
there has arisen a spontaneous demand that such a sacrifice 
of life be prevented. But in one day this month eight people 
were killed in accidents on the streets of Chicago. In August 
more than 2000 men, women and children were killed on the 
streets and roads of America. The willingness to weep over 
sorrows which are widely apart from our lives does not 
atone for our placidity in the face of the toll of life at our 
doors. Law alone can not change this situation. Besides law 
there must be a consciousness of the cost of human suf fering 
and a realization of the worth of human personality and 
individual self-control. We feel, therefore, that it thus be- 
comes a moral obligation and a concern of the churches. 
Indeed, we were deeply gratified to learn that the Federal 
Council of Churches had taken action calling “the earnest 
attention of Christian people to the constantly increasing 
loss of human life caused by recklessness and selfishness 
and the need of education for highway safety.

Clerical Seminar of the Diocese of California 
By Rev. M. Bours 


The Seminar was the contemporary of the old-time San 
Francisco Clericus and has long since been its successor. 
For social purposes and for an occasional discussion of mat- 
ters of current interest, the Clericus met Monday mornings 
at the old Diocesan House on California street. The writer 
recalls having read a paper at one of the meetings on such a 
subject as “The Church: The Spiritual Body Corporate.” 

Amongst those who frequented that pioneer rendezvous 
were the Reverend Messrs. Foute, Spalding, Lion, Reilly, 
Ritchie, Miel, Emery, Higgs, Moreland (afterwards Bishop of 
Sacramento), Gasmann, D. O. Kelley, Wilson, Clampett, Mc- 
Clure, Lewis, Allen, Bakewell, David Evans, Frank and Ed- 
ward Church, Collier, Lathrop, Parrish and the two Lees, 
who with Bishops Kip and Nichols were—on the clergy side 
—of the bone and sinew of the Diocese, loyal churchmen of 
varied minds, leaders in affairs civic and ecclesiastical, men 
of letters, Diocesan Convention floor-warriots of the olden 
days. And what good brotherly times they did have! The 
large-minded and big-hearted Foute, whose vociferous jocu- 
larity was “wont to set the table on a roar,” was a constant 
attendant. The inimitable Miel, whom intimates fondly called 
“Charlie,” added a zest of humor and of genuine artistic 
flavor to any social or business gathering of his fellows. The 
disposition to “get together” has always been a characteristic 
of California’s clergy. 

Among these men an outstanding young churchman of 
great promise as a scholar and as a missionary was Califor- 
nia’s first Bishop’s grandson, Canon Kip of blessed memory, 
a leader among the men of his own generation, to whom he 
was known as “Billy Kip.” It was mainly due to his fore- 
sight that, about twenty-nine years ago, the primal organ- 
ization of the Clerical Seminar of the Diocese of California 
was effected, with Canon Kip its first president. The Sem- 
inar has had a continuous existence and includes in its roll 
of past presidents Bishops Sanford and Parsons, the Rev- 
erend Doctors Lincoln, Gardner, Powell, Macon, Buttrum, 
Hodgkinson and Deems and the Reverend Messrs. W. A. 
Brewer, E. H. Benson, the late Mardon D. Wilson (Califor- 
nia’s ideal diocesan secretary), L. B. Thomas and W. M. 
Bours. Two sons of “Eli” constitute the present officers— 
president, Rev. C. P. Otis, S. S. J. E.; and secretary-treasurer, 
Reverend W. H. Mills “of Mill Valley.” 

It is recalled that, at an early. meeting in the interest of 
the Seminar, held at the Kip residence in San Francisco, the 
beloved six-foot “Billy” picked up his grandfather’s pastoral 
staff and strutted majestically with it before the “boys.” 

The Seminar meets regularly on the third Monday evening 
of the month, in thé library of the Church Divinity School. 
Its purposes are set forth in the following constitution adopt- 
ed about eight years ago: , 


Constitulion 


1. The Clerical Seminar of the Diocese of California is 
organized for the purpose of stimulating study of theological 
and other questions vital to the work of the ministry and of 
providing an opportunity for discussion and exchange of 
views to the clergy of the Diocese. 

2. The officers of the Seminar shall be a president, a sec- 
retary-treasurer and a program committee consisting of three 
members. These officers shall be elected annually at the 
February meeting, to hold office until their successors are 
elected. Together they shall form the executive committee 
of the Seminar. 

3. All clergy resident in the Diocese of California shall 
be eligible for regular membership. Any clergy of this 
Diocese, or a neighboring Diocese, living too far from San 
Francisco to return to their homes on the same day as the 
meetings shall be eligible for associate membership. Asso- 
ciate members shall be subject to all rules of membership 
other than that of attendance at meetings. Election to mem- 
bership shall be as follows: The names of candidates shall 
be presented at any meeting of the Seminar and referred to 
the executive committee. The executive committee shall take 
action thereupon and their approval shall constitute election 
to membership. Report of their action shall be made to the 
next regular meeting. 

4. Members shall be dropped automatically from the roll 
after unexcused absence from more than four meetings in 
any one year.

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5. The program committee shall present at the third 
meeting of each semester a program of topics for the next 
semester and upon the acceptance by the Seminar of this or 
some other series shall appoint the writers of the various 
papers. The papers shall be written by the members of the 
Seminar in turn, except as changes are made by the program 
committee for special reasons. All papers presented to the 
Seminar shall be in writing. 


6. The meetings of the Seminar shall be held on the third 
Monday of each month except July and August. The time 
and place shall be determined from time to time by reso- 
lution. 


7. Membership dues shall be fixed by resolution of the 
Seminar from time to time. 


8. This constitution may be amended at any reguar meet- 
ing of the Seminar, provided notice of the proposed amend- 
ment has been given at the preceding meeting. 


The Seminar is honored by the inclusion within its active 
membership of the third Bishop of California, who, with the 
present dean of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific— 
the Rev. Dr. Powell—was one of the Seminar’s pioneer mem- 
bers. The Bishop was long known in the Diocese as Mr. 
Parsons; and by his late diocesan was affectionately called 
“Ned.” As organizer of the Department of Philosophy at 
Stanford University and later as rector of St. Mark’s, Berke- 
ley, an inspiration to the students of the University of Cali- 
fornia, he was, in the propriety of occurrences, licensed to 
be called Doctor Parsons and then, in the fullness of time, 
Bishop. But whether as Mister, Doctor or Bishop, always, to 
his friends and to his clergy, the same Parsons; the man, the 
scholar, a brother among brethren. 


Accordant with its ambitious aims to advance the stand- 
ards of clerical scholarship, the Seminar is a duly-organized 
society for the promotion of learning among its members, 
and broad-minded and tolerant in its approach to the con- 
sideration of questions vital to the times; moreover, com- 


mitted to no particular school of thought, either within or 
without the Church. 


In discussions, the general temper of the Seminar may be 
characterized by the following marks of parliamentary fit- 
ness: frank, fair and fraternal. 


In the following items are recorded instances of the Sem- 
inar’s traditional Americanism. At a meeting held about 
nine years ago Rev. Dr. C. R. Brown, then pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, Oakland; Mr. Walter Macarthur, 
editor of the Coast Seamen’s Journal, and Mr. Austin Lewis, 
prominent in socialistic circles, were entertained as guests. — 
The subject for discussion was that of Dr. Brown’s book 
entitled, “The Social Message of the Modern Pulpit.” The 
author pleaded for the adaptation of the Gospel to present- 
day needs. Mr. Macarthur represented unionism as having 
a spiritual basis, and Mr. Lewis argued for the integrity of 
the historic church and for the non-partisan attitude of the 
clergy in the discharge of their civic responsibilities. The 
Seminar has also been favored with a visit and an interest- 
ing dissertation by Rev. Dr. McCune of the Pacific School 
of Religion. Other subjects for study that indicate variety in 
the Seminar’s up-to-date enterprise are: “The Church and 
Its American Opportunity,” “Theism and Humanism” by 
Arthur J. Balfour, “Foundations—A Statement of Christian 
Belief in Terms of Modern Thought” by seven Oxford men, 
“Christian Healing,” “The Conversion Motive of St. Francis 
and Current Moral Problems,” “Christian Marriage,” “St. 
John’s Gospel,” “The Catholic Movement in the Church of 
England,” “Industrial Democracy” and “Church Unity.” The 
Seminar has under present consideration “Religion and the 
Rise of Capitalism,” the subject of a book by R. H. Tawney 
of London University. 


Once a year the Seminar is the host of the Diocese as 
one of the social features of Diocesan Convention week is 
the Seminar Dinner for the clergy, at which the president 
of the Seminar is the toastmaster. These delightful annual 
functions are largely attended, highly entertaining and cli- 
maxed by that expression of diocesan unity and good fel- 
lowship signalized in the joining of hands and the singing 
together of “Auld Lang Syne.” 

Cradled and advanced to majority in San Francisco—the 
See City of the Diocese of California—the Clerical Seminar 
by its aims and affiliations has practically attained the rank 
of a Diocesan Institution.

World Conference Report on the Gospel 


The only report of the World Conference on Faith and 
Order which received unanimous endorsement was that on 
“The Nature of the Gospel.” The following is the text of that 
report: 

1. The message of the Church to the world is and must 
always remain the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

2. The Gospel is the joyful message of redemption, both 
here and hereafter, the gift of God to sinful man in Jesus 
Christ. 


3. The world was prepared for the coming of Christ 
through the activities of God’s spirit in all humanity, but 
especially in His revelation as given in the Old Testament; 
and in the fullness of time the eternal Word of God became 
incarnate, and was made man, Jesus Christ, the Son of God 
and the Son of Man, full of grace and truth. 


4. Through His life and teaching His call to repentance, 
His proclamation of the coming of the Kingdom of God and 
of judgment, His suffering and death, His resurrection and 
exaltation to the right hand of the Father and by the mission 
of the Holy Spirit, He has brought to us forgiveness of sins, 
and has revealed the fulness of the living God and His 
boundless love toward us. By the appeal of that love, shown 
in its completeness on the Cross, He summons us to the new 
life of faith, self-sacrifice and devotion to His service and 
the service of men. 

5. Jesus Christ, as the crucified and the Living One, as 
Saviour and Lord, is also the center of the world-wide Gos- 
pel of the Apostles and the Church. Because He Himself is 
the Gospel, the Gospel is the message of the Church to the 
world. It is more than a philosophical theory, more than a 
theological system, more than a program for material better- 
ment. The Gospel is rather the gift of a new world from 
God to this old world of sin and death; still more, it is the 
victory over sin and death, the revelation of eternal life in 
Him Who has knit together the whole family in heaven and 
on earth in the communion of saints, united in the fellow- 
ship of service, of prayer and of praise. 

6. The Gospel is the prophetic call to sinful man to turn 
to God, the joyful tidings of justification and of sanctifica- 
tion to those who believe in Christ. It js the comfort of the 
glorious liberty of the sons of God. The Gospel brings peace 
and joy to the heart, and produces in men self-denial, readi- 
ness for brotherly service and compassionate love. It offers 
the supreme goal for the aspirations of youth, strength to 
the toiler, rest to the weary and the crown of life to the 
inartyr. 

7. The Gospel is the sure source of power for social re- 
generation. It proclaims the only way by which humanity 
can escape from those class and race hatreds which devas- 
tate society at present, into the enjoyment of national well- 
being and international friendship and peace. It is also a 
gracious invitation to the non-Christian world, East and 
West, to enter into the joy of the Living God. 

8. Sympathizing with the anguish of our generation, with 
its longing for intellectual sincerity, social justice, and spir- 
itual inspiration, the Church in the eternal Gospel meets the 
needs and fulfils the God-given aspirations of the modern 
world. Consequently, as in the past, so also in the present, 
the Gospel is the only way of salvation. Thus, through His 
Church, the Living Christ still says to men: “Come unto 
Me! . . . He that followeth Me shall not walk in dark- 
ness, but shall have the light of life.” 


There is no journey of life but has its cloudy days; and 
there are some days in which our eyes are so blinded with 
tears that we find it hard to see our way or even read God’s 
promises. Those days that have a bright sunrise, followed 
by sudden thunderclaps and bursts of unlooked-for sorrows, 
are the ones that test certain of our graces most severely. 
Yet the law of spiritual eyesight very closely resembles the 
law of physical optics. When we come suddenly out of the 
daylight into a room even moderately darkened, we can dis- 
cern nothing; but the pupil of our eye gradually enlarges 
until unseen objects become visible. Even so, the pupil of the 
eye of faith has the blessed faculty of enlarging in dark 
hours of bereavement, so that we discover that our loving 
lather’s heart is holding the cup of trial and by and by the 
gloom becomes luminous with glory.—T. L. Cuyler.
